GCHS report cards causing fuss 


BELLE GLADE-Glades Central 
students were back in class Mon- 
day before report cards from last 
year had been completed, accor- 
ding to Assistant Principal Nor- 
man Shearin, who said the reports 
were finally completed this week 
after six weeks of intensive effort. 

Shearin said there was a com- 
bination of factors leading to the 
problem, beginning witli the fact 
the school lost its date processing 
man last year and there was no one 
who really knew how to the feed 
the information into the school 
board's computer in West Palm 
Beach. 


“I wouldn't want to put the 
blame on any one person,” Shearin 
said.
